Highly qualified teams of exports sthect the roois for pipemaking with 
mMelicukous care. Only at ihe onset of winter are the roots extracted. This 
ensures that ihe growth is dormant and the roots in peak somdivion, 
Fanlastic precautions are taken to make certain that the rots reach the 
sawmills withoud deteriorating. They are then stored until the following 
summer in deep earthen tremches, thickly covered with ferms and con- 
tinually sprayed with fine jets of crystal clear water from mountain 
sircams. With the coming of the summer the burls are cut into small 
blocks called “ebauchons”. a job requiring very great skill—and it is fram 
these blocks that the pipes arc oblimapely made. 


The blocks are boiled to remove any sap and tannic resins and then. 


aged and dried in special sheds, This curing proccss helps to free the 
pores of the wood, so that if can “hecathe" freely. Breathing is os vital 
Loa podHd pipet as Go a homan being. 


Whal ine the peculiar advaniages of BRIAR over all other materials 
used inmaking pipes? Firsily, wilhout anv dowd. is great resistance to 
heat and charting, so dhat it never requires fireprociing or lining. Secondly, 
iis characteristic of mol warping or cracking unless badly mishandled.
